DOTHAN, July 5.—-Plans for a] 


double funeral as the sequel to an 
Independence Day family  pienic 
were postponed today as divers 
failed to find the body of nine- 
year-old) Rudolph Yelverton, of 
Bellwood, who disappeared in the 
Choctawhatchee river yesterday as 
Mary Wilburn Broxton, his thir- 
teen-year-old cousin, drowned in a 
futile attempt to save him, 

Since , yesterday divers have 
plunged into the murky stream in 
a search for the boy's body as 
other searchers dragged the river 
for hundreds of yards. An expert 
diver from Panama City, Fla., was 
called to assist in the futile search. 

The double drownings marred 
the Fourth of July picnie for the 
Bellwood families on the banks of 
the Choctawhatchee between 
Hartford and Bellwood, Wading 
on a sand bar, Rudolph suddenly 
stepped over his head and his cous- 
in plunged in to save him, Four 
other pienickers went to the chil- 
dren and Red Broxton, a second 
cousin of the girl, recovered her 
body. 

The search for Rudolph's body 
continued as relatives hoped it 
would be recovered in time for a 
double funeral, This afternoon, 
however, they gave up hopes and 
prepared to hold services for the 
girl at 4:30 p.m. 

The girl is survived by her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Broxton, 
of Bellwood, while the boy is sur- 
vived by his father and step-father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs, Donald, 
also of Bellwood. 

MONTGOMERY, July 5,—Ala- 
bama’s Fourth of July week-end 
celebration was marred by at least 
18 accidental deaths and an unde- 
termined number of injuries, 

While traffic mishaps led as a 
cause of death in the nation-wide 
total, water accidents took five 
lives in Alabama against four kill- 
ed by automobile and one by a 
train. 

Two children drowned near Bell- 
wood, Geneva County, bringing a 
picnic to a tragic end, Other 
water fatalities were reported in 
Mobile, Decatur and Florala, 

Traffic accidents took lives in 
or near Montgomery, Mobile and 
Birmingham, and hospitals in nu- 
merous cities admitted other vic- 
tims for treatment of injuries. 

Only one fireworks injury was 
reported. John C, Blum, Birming- 
ham, was treated for burns after, 
he said, a firecracker exploded in 
his hands. 


The toll of America’s holiday 
deaths—at least 513 died violently 
celebrating the 162nd anniversary 
of independence—showed today the 
nation has practically eliminated 
fireworks fatalities but has failed 
to quell the menace of the motor 
car. 

Only three persons were report- 
ed killed by fireworks—all of the 
“home-made” variety. Motor 
crashes on packed highways, how- 
ever, claimed at least 256. lives, 
half of the entire number. 

The rush for beaches and lake 
and river resorts to escape im- 
moderate heat in some section of 
the country resulted in 189 drown- 
ings. 

Reports from 46 states and the 
District of Columbia also showed 
27 persons were shot, to death, 20 
committed suicide, 18 were killed 
by trains and 50 died in various 
mishaps such as falls, lightning 
and home accidents, 
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The toll of 5138 was below that 
of the Fourth of July week-end 
in 1937 when 5638 were killed, but 
more than doubled the number for 
the Memorial Day week-end-—250, 

New York, with 89 deaths, led 
the states. Pennsylvania was sec- 
ond with 33, Michigan third with 
27 and Illinois fourth with 26, 

Freak accidents took many lives, 
One Missouri resident was struck 
and killed by a chunk of ice, A 
sixteen-year-old girl in Brooklyn 
was fatally wounded by a stray 
bullet as she sat in a window 
watching a fireworks display in 
the street below. 

A boy was killed and 17 men, 
women and children were injured 
when three racing cars plowed 
into & group of spectators at 
Ho-Ho-Kus, N, J. 

The fireworks victims were kil- 
ed by their own “inventions, 
Exploding powder poured into a 
piece of iron pipe fatally injur- 
ed a Maryland boy, In Pennsyl- 
vania, one man was killed by a 
home made cannon and another 
by a bomb fashioned from an au- 
tomobile wrist pin,

In addition to the local 
speakers, a representative of the 
Federal Land Bank of New Or- 
leans has been invited to address 
the meeting on subjects pertain- 
ing to the operation of the Fed- 
eral Land Bank and the bank's 
relationship with the association 

“We are expecting a much 
larger attendance at the annual 
meeting this year than we have 
experienced at any meetings whieh 
have been held in the past,” Mr 
Farris stated. “Formerly meetings 
were held either in January or 
February, with the result that bad 
weather frequently interfered with 
attendance. The directors of the 
essociation decided to change the 
meeting this year to mid-summer 
in the belief that it will give a 
larger number of members an op- 
portunity to attend.
